2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claim 3, the known prior art does not disclose or fairly teach the breaching 
apparatus substantially as claimed and including the housing of the breaching 
apparatus containing an explosive element, the housing comprising internal partitions 
spaced from one another, the explosive element comprising a layer of a flexible 
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explosive element disposed between said partitions and wrapped around at least one of 
said partitions. Regarding independent claim 13, the known prior art does not disclose 
or fairly teach the breaching apparatus substantially as claimed and including the 
explosive element comprising an elongate detonating cord operatively connected to a 
sleeve housing, which is connected to a detonator housing in which another explosive 
element is disposed. Regarding independent claim 14, the known prior art does not 
disclose or fairly teach the breaching apparatus substantially as claimed and including 
an additional explosive device disposed in a tray attached to the housing of the 
breaching apparatus.
